An audit includes consideration of 
intemal control over financial reporting as a basis for designing audit procedures that are appropriate in the 
circumstances, but not for the purpose of expressing an opinion on the effectiveness ofthe School Board's intemal 
control over financial reporting. Accordingly, we express no such opinion. .An audit also includes examining, on a 
test basis, evidence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the fmancial statements, assessing the accounting 
principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as evaluating the overall fmancial statement 
presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reasonable basis for our opinions. 

In our opinion, the fmancial statements referred to above present fairly, in all material respects, the respective 
financial position ofthe govemmental activities, each major fund, and the aggregate remaining fund information of 
the School Board, as of June 30,2011, and the respective changes in fmancial position thereof for the year then ended 
in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In accordance with Govemment Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated December 26,2011, on our 
consideration ofthe School Board's intemal control over financial reporting and on our tests of its compliance with 
certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts, and grant agreements and other matters. The purpose of that report 
is to describe the scope of our testing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and tlie results of that 
testing, and not to provide an opinion on the intemal control over fmancial reporting or on compliance. That report is 
an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Govemment Auditing Standards and should be considered 
in assessing the results of our audit. 

The Management's Discussion and Analysis, the Schedule of Funding Progress, and the Budgetary Comparison 
Schedules, as listed in tlie table of contents, are not a required part of the basic financial statements but are 
supplementary information required by the Govemmental Accounting Standards Board. We have applied certain 
limited procedures, which consisted principally of inquiries ofmanagemcnt regarding the methods of measurement 
and presentation ofthe required supplementary infonnation. However, we did not audit the information and express 
no opinion on it.

June 30,2011 

Our discussion and analysis of West Carroll Parish School Board's financial perfonnance provides an overview ofthe 
School Board's fmancial activities for the fiscal year ended June 30, 201L Please read it in conjunction with the 
School Board's financial statements which follow this Management's Discussion and Analysis, 

The Management's Discussion and Analysis (MD&A) is an element ofthe new reporting model adopted by the 
Govemmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) in their Statement No. 34 Basic Financial Statements - and 
Management's Discussion and Analysis - for State and Local Governments issued June 1999. Certain comparative 
mformation between the current year and the prior year is required to be presented in the MD&A. 

FINANCIAL HIGHLIGHTS The primaiy resources available to the School Board are local revenues which are 
primarily tax receipts, state revenues which are primarily minimum foundation fimding and cost reimbursement 
grants, and federal revenues which are prunarily cost reimbursement grants. 

Total revenues for all govemmental activities increased $227,091 due mainly to an increase in funds available for the 
year for the Title I program. Special Education - IDEA B program and the Educational Jobs fund. Changes in MFP 
represented new monies received through state calculation and included monies for state raises. Sales tax revenues 
fluctuate with the economy. Federal and State budget cuts are represented in cuts to our federal and state grants 
causing decreases in some fimds. 

Total expenditures of our govemmental activities increased $1,211,825 due mainly to the accumulating expenditures 
from year to year of Post Employee Benefits. 

USING THIS ANNUAL REPORT The School Board's annual report consists of a series of fmancial statements 
that show information for the School Board as a whole, its funds, and its fiduciary responsibilities. The Statement of 
Net Assets and the Statement of Activities provide information about the activities ofthe School Board as a whole 
and present a longer-term view ofthe School Board's finances. Our fund financial statements are included later in this 
report. For our govemmenlal activities, these statements tell how we financed our services in the short-term as well as 
what remains for fiiture spending. Fund statements also may give you some insights into the School Board's overall 
financial health. Fimd financial statements also report the School Board's operations in more detail than the 
govemment-wide financial statements by providing infonnation about the School Board's most significant fiinds, the 
general fund, lASA, and special federal fiind. The remaining statement - the Statement of Fiduciary Net Assets 
presents fiinancial information about activities for which the School Board acts solely as an agent for the benefit of 
students and parents.

Varying degrees of 
assurance is being provided by the auditor regarding the Required Supplemental Information and the Supplemental 
Information identified above. A user of this report should read the independent auditor's report carefiilJy to ascertain 
the level of assurance being provided for each ofthe other parts in the Financial Section. 

Reporting the School Board as a Whole 

The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities 

Our analysis ofthe School Board as a whole begins with the govemment-wide financial statements. One ofthe most 
important questions asked about the School Board is, "Is the School Board as a whole better off or worse off 
financially as a result of tlie year's activities?" The Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities, which 
appear first in the School Board's financial statements, report information on the School Board as a whole and its 
activities in a way that helps you answer this question. We prepare these statements to include all assets and 
liabilities, using the accmal basis of accounting, which is similar to the accounting used by most private-sector 
companies. All ofthe current year's revenues and expenses are taken into account regardless of when cash is received 
or paid. 
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June 30,2011 

These two statements report the School Board's net assets - the difference between assets and liabilities, as reported in 
the Statement of Net Assets - as one way to measure the School Board's fmancial health, or fmancial position. Over 
time, increases or decreases in the School Board's net assets - as reported in the Statement of Activities - are one 
indicator of whether its fmancial health is improving or deteriorating. The relationship between revenues and 
expenses is the School Board's operating results. However, the School Board's goal is to provide services to our 
students, not to generate profits as commercial entities do. One must consider many other nonfmancial factors, such 
as the quality ofthe education provided and the safety ofthe schools to assess the overall health ofthe School Board. 

The Statement of Net Assets and Statement of Activities report the following activity for the School Board: 

Govemmental activities - All ofthe School Board's services are reported here, including instmction, plant services, 
transportation, and food services. Property taxes, sales taxes. Minimum Foundation Program funds, and state and 
federal grants fmance most of these activities. 

Reporting the School Board^s Most Significant Funds 

Fund Financial Statements 

The School Board's fund financial statements provide detailed information about the most significant funds - not the 
School Board as a whole. Some funds are required to be established by State law and by bond covenants. However, 
the School Board establishes many other funds to help it control and manage money for particular purposes (like the 
school lunch) or to show that it is meeting legal responsibilities for using certain taxes, grants, and other money (like 
grants the School Board receives from the U.S. Department of Education). The School Board's govemmental fiinds 
use ihe following accounting approach: 

Govemmental funds - All ofthe School Board's services are reported in govemmental funds, Govemmental fund 
reporting focuses on showing how money flows into and out of funds and the balances left at year-end that are 
available for spending. TTiey are reported using an accounting method called modified accmal accounting, which 
measures cash and all other financial assets that can readily be converted to cash. The govemmental fiind statements 
provide a detailed short-term view ofthe School Board's operations and the services it provides. Govemmental fund 
information helps you determine whether there are more or fewer financial resources that can be spent in the near 
fiiture to finance the School Board's programs. We describe the relationship (or differences) between governmental 
activities (reported in the Statement of Net Assets and the Statement of Activities) and govemmental fiinds in 
reconciliation on Statements D and F. 

The School Board as Trustee 

Reporting the SchoolBoard's Fiduciary Responsibilities 

The School Board is the tmstee, or fiduciary, for its student activities funds, and the sales tax collection fond. All of 
the School Board's fiduciary activities are reported in the Statements of Fiduciary Net Assets. We exclude these 
activities firom the School Board's other financial statements because the School Board carmot use these assets to 
fmance its operations. The School Board is responsible for ensuring that the assets reported in these funds are used 
for their intended purposes. 
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THESCHOOLBOARD AS A WHOLE The School Board's net assets were $4,743,328 atJune 30,2011. Ofthis 
amount $731,869 was unrestricted. Restricted net assets are reported separately to show legal constraints from debt 
covenants and enabling legislafion that limit the School Board's ability to use those net assets for day-to-day 
operations. Our analysis below focuses on the net assets, (Table 1) and the change in net assets (Table 2) ofthe 
School Board's governmental aclivifies.

This decrease was mainly due to the increased 
liability of post employee benefits.

Governmental Activities As reported in the Statement of Activities, the cost of all govemmental activities this year 
was $23,753,405. The amount that taxpayers ultimately financed for these activities through School Board taxes was 
only $3,554,065 because some ofthe cost was paid by those who benefited from the programs $137,489 or by other 
govemments and organizations who subsidized certain programs with grants and contributions $4,093,834. The 
School Board paid for the remaining "public benefit" portion of its govemmental activities with $12,450,942 in 
Minimum Foundation Program funds, and $950,914 with other revenues such as interest and other local sources. 
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In the table below we have presented the cost of each ofthe School Board's six largest frmctions - regular programs, 
special programs, other instructional programs, plant services, student transportation services and food services as 
well as each program's net cost (total cost less revenues generated by the activities). Net cost shows the financial 
burden that was placed on the School Board's taxpayers by each of these functions. Providing this information allows 
our citizens lo consider the cost of each function in comparison to the benefits they believe are provided by that 
function.

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THE SCHOOL BOARD'S FUNDS As we noted earlier, the School Board uses funds to help it control and manage 
money for particular puq)oses. Looking at funds helps you consider whether the School Board is being accountable 
for the resources taxpayers and others provide to it but may also give you more insight into the School Board's overall 
financial health. 

The increase in the School Board's general fiind's fund balance of $106,977 is due mainly to the reclassification ofthe 
Medicaid fimd into the General ftind column ofthe fmancial statements. General Fund revenues decreased $27,356 
and the expenses increased $499,174 from the prior year. 

The lASA and special federal funds do not carry a fund balance as these are cost reimbursement funds. 

Other govemmental funds fund balance decreased from $ 1,279,972 to $ 1,261,317. This decrease was mainly due to 
minor variances in spending from one fiscal year to the next. 

General Fund Budgetary Highlights As mentioned earlier the School Board revises its budget as it attempts to deal 
with unexpected changes in revenues and expenditures. (A schedule showing the School Board's original and fmal 
budgets compared with actual results is provided in die required supplemental information section ofthis report.) Our 
beginning budget was based on prior year actual figures and any changes known of at the time of preparation. 

Adjustments to the original budget resulted in a decrease in amounts available for appropriations of $676,082 were as 
follows: 

MFP decrease of $67,000 
Other restricted revenues decrease of $205,000 
Transfers in decrease of $450,000 
Other miscellaneous increases and decreases ofrevenues 

Adjustments to the original budget resulted in a decrease in charges to appropriations of $811,792 were as follows: 
Other instmctional programs decreased $426,400 
Plant sen îces decreased $249,000 
Other minor miscellaneous increases and decreases 

The variance between budgeted revenues and actual revenues was an increase of $434,099 mainly due to the 
reclassificafion of Medicaid Funds into the general fund. The budgeted expenditures were greater than the actual 
expenditures by $477,994 which mainly dealt witli less transfers out 

CAPITAL ASSET AND DEBT ADMINISTRATION 

Capital Assets At June 30, 2011, the School Board had $2,063,934 invested in a broad range of capital assets, 
including land, buildings, and fumiture and equipment. This amount represents a net decrease (including additions, 
deductions and depreciation) of $118,169, or 5.4%, from last year. This decrease is due mainly to the disposal of 
surplus equipment and the increase in number of assets that became fully depreciated.

NOTE 1 - SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES The accompanying fmancial statements 
ofthe School Board have been prepared in conformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the United 
States of America (GAAP) as applied to govemmental units. The Govemmental Accounting Standards Board 
(GASB) is Uie accepted standard-setting body for establishing govemmental accounting and fmancial reporting 
principles. 

A. REPORTING ENTITY The West Carroll Parish School Board was created by Louisiana Revised Statute 
LSA-R.S. 17:51 to provide public education for the children within West Carroll Parish. The School Board is 
authorized by LSA-R.S. 17:81 to establish policies and regulations for its own govemment consistent with the laws of 
the State of Louisiana and the regulations ofthe Louisiana Board of Elementary and Secondary Education. The 
School Board is comprised of seven members who are elected from seven districts for terms of four years. 

The School Board operates six schools within the parish with a total enrollment of approximately 2,127 pupils. In 
conjunction with the regular educational programs, some of these schools offer special education and/or adult 
education programs. In addition, the School Board provides transportation and school food services for the students. 

B. FUNDS The accounts ofthe School Board aie organized and operated on the basis of funds, A fund is an 
independent fiscal and accounting entity with a self-balancing set of accounts. Fund accounting segregates funds 
according to their intended purpose and is used to aid management in demonstrating compliance with finance-related 
legal and contractual provisions. The minimum number of funds is maintained consistent with legal and managerial 
requirements. 

Funds ofthe School Board are classified into two categories: govemmental and fiduciary. 

Governmental Funds Govenmiental funds are used to account for the School Board's general govemment activities, 
including the collection and disbursement of specific or legally restricted monies and the acquisition or construction 
of capital assets. The School Board reports the following major govemmenlal funds: 

General fond - the primary operating fund ofthe School Board. It accounts for all financial resources ofthe 
School Board, except those required to be accounted for in another fund. 

lASA - this fund is used to account for ESEA funds. 

Special federal - this fund is used to account mainly for IDEA. 

Fiduciary Funds Fiduciary funds account for assets held by the govemment in a trustee capacity or as an agent on 
behalf of outside parties, including other govemments, or on behalf of other funds within the School Board. 

Agency funds are custodial in nature (assets equal liabilities) and do not present results of operations or have a 
measurement focus. Agency funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. This fund is used for 
assets that the govemment holds for others in an agency capacity. These agency funds are as follows: 

Schooi activities fund - accounts for assets held by the School Board as an agent for the individual schools and 
school organizations. 

Sales tax collection fund - accounts for monies collected on behalf of other taxing authorities within the 
parish.

Protested sales tax fund - accounts for monies collected on behalf of other taxing authorities within the parish 
that were paid under protest. 

C. MEASUREMENT FOCUS AND BASIS OF ACCOUNTING 

Government-Wide Financial Statements (GWFS) The statement of net assets and the statement of activities 
display information about the reporting government as a whole. Fiduciary funds are not included in the GWFS. 
Fiduciary funds are reported only in the statement of fiduciary net assets at the fund financial statement level. 

The statement of net assets and the statement of activities were prepared using economic resources measurement 
focus and the accrual basis of accounting. Revenues, expenses, gains, losses, assets, and liabilities resulting from 
exchange and exchange-like transactions are recognized when the exchange took place. Revenues, expenses, 
gains, losses, assets, and liabilities resulting from nonexchange transactions are recognized in accordance with the 
requirements of GASB Statement No. 33 "Accounting and Financial Reporting for Nonexchange Transactions." 

Program Revenues Program revenues include 1) changes for services provided, 2) operating grants and 
contributions, and 3) capital grants and contributions; program revenues reduce the cost ofthe function to be 
fmanced from the School Board's general revenues. Charges for services are primarily derived from cafeteria 
sales. Operating grants and contributions consist ofthe many educational grants received from the federal and 
state government. 

Allocation of Indirect Expenses The School Board reports all direct expenses by function in the Statement of 
Activities. Direct expenses are those that are clearly identifiable with a function. Depreciation expense is 
specifically identified by function and is included in the direct expense of each funcfion. Other indirect expenses 
are not allowed. 

Fund Financial Statements (FFS) 

Governmental Funds TTie accounting and financial reporting treatment applied to a fund is determined by its 
measurement focus. Governmental fund types use the flow of current financial resources measurement focus and 
the modified accrual basis of accounting. Under the modified accrual basis of accoimting revenues are recognized 
when susceptible to accmal (i.e., when they are "measurable and available"), "Measurable" means the amount of 
the transaction can be determined and "available" means collectible within the current period or soon enough 
thereafter to pay liabilities ofthe current period. The government considers all revenues available if they are 
collected within 60 days after year-end. Expenditures are recorded when the related fund liability is incurred, 
except for interest and prmcipal payments on long-term debt which is recognized when due, and certain 
compensated absences and claims and judgments which are recognized when the obligations are expected to be 
liquidated with expendable available financial resources. 

With this measurement focus, only current assets and current liabilities are generally included on the balance 
sheet. Operating statements of these funds present increases and decreases in net current assets. The 
govemmental funds use the following practices in recording revenues and expenditures: 

Revenues 

Ad valorcm taxes and sales taxes are recognized when all applicable eligibility requirements are met and the 
resources are available.

Entitlements and shared revenues (which include state equalization and state revenue sharing) are recorded 
as unrestricted grants-in-aid at the time of receipt or earlier if the susceptible to accrual criteria are met 
Expenditure-driven grants are recognized as revenue when the qualifying expenditures have been incurred and 
all other grant requirements have been met 

Other receipts become measurable and available when cash is received by the School Board and are 
recognized as revenue at that time. 

Expenditures 

Salaries are recorded as paid. Salaries for nine-month employees are accmed at June 30. Substantially all 
other expenditures are recognized when the related fund liability has been incurred. 

Other financing sonrccs (Uses) Transfers between funds that are not expected to be repaid (or any other types, 
such as capital lease transactions, sale of fixed assets, debt extinguishments, and long-term debt proceeds, et 
cetera) are accounted for as other fmancing sources (uses). These other financing sources (uses) are recognized at 
the time the underlying events occur. 

Fiduciary Funds Tlie agency fund is custodial in nature and does not present results of operations or have a 
measurement focus. Agency funds are accounted for using the accrual basis of accounting. 

D. DEPOSITS AND INVESTMENTS Cash includes amounts in demand deposits, interest-bearing demand 
deposits, and time deposit accounts. Cash equivalents include amounts in time deposits and those investments with 
original maturities of 90 days or less. Under state law, the School Board may deposit funds in demand deposits, 
interest-bearing demand deposits, or time deposits with state banks organized under Louisiana law and national banks 
having their principal offices in Louisiana. 

Investments are limited by R.S. 33:2955 and the School Board's investment policy. If the original maturities of 
investments exceed 90 days, they are classified as investments; however, if the original maturities are 90 days or less, 
tliey are classified as cash equivalents. 

The investments are reflected at fair value except for the following which are required/permitted as per GASB 
Statement No. 31: 

1, Investments in nonvarticiyatins interest-eaming contracts, such as nonnegotiable certificates of deposit with 
redemption terms that do not consider maiket rates, are reported using a cost-based measure. 

2. The School Board reported at amortized cost money market investments and participating: interest-eaming 
investment contracts that have a remaining maturity at time of purchase of one year or less. 

Definitions: 

Interest-eaming investment contracts include time deposits with fmancial institutions (such as certificates of 
deposit), repurchase agreements, and guaranteed investment contracts. 

Money market investments are short-term, highly liquid debt instmments that include U. S. Treasury obligations.

E. SHORT-TERM INTERFUND RECEIVABLES/PAYABLES During the course of operations, numerous 
transactions occur between individual fijnds for services rendered. These receivables and payables are classified as 
interfund receivables/payables on the balance sheet. Short-term interfund loans are also classified as interfund 
receivables/ payables. 

F. INVENTORY AND PREPAID ITEMS Inventory ofthe school food service special revenue fiind consists of 
food purchased by the School Board and commodities granted by the United States Department of Agriculture 
through the Louisiana Department of Agriculture and Forestry. Inventory of the school food service fund is 
accounted for on the consumption method. Inventory items are valued at cost (first-in, first-out) and commodities are 
assigned values provided by the United States Department of Agriculture. Revenues related to commodities which 
are not consumed as ofthe date ofthe balance sheet are reflected as deferred revenues since title does not pass to the 
School Board until the commodities are consumed. Inventories are offset by a fund balance reserve that these do not 
constitute "available spendable resources," even though they are a component of total assets. 

Acquisition of materials and supplies other than the food purchases are accounted for on the purchase method, that is, 
the expenditures are charged when the items are purchased. The value of these materials and supplies, except forthe 
food purchased in the school food service special revenue fund, are not considered significant at June 30,2011, and 
their value is not shown in the accompanying balance sheet. 

Certain payments to vendors reflect costs applicable to future accounting periods and are recorded as prepaid items. 

G. CAPITAL ASSETS Capital assets are recorded at historical cost and depreciated over their estimated useful lives 
(excluding salvage value). The capitalization threshold is $5,000 of capital assets and $250,000 for additions of 
intangibles-software. Donated capital assets are recorded at their estimated fair value at the date of donation. 
Estimated useful life is management's estimate of how long the asset is expected to meet service demands. Straight-
line depreciation is used based on the following estimated useful lives: 

Buildings 20-40 years 
Improvements other than buildings 10-20 years 
Fumiture and equipment 3-10 years 
Transportation equipment 5-8 years 
Intangibles-software 3-5 years 

H. DEFERRED REVENUES The School Board reports deferred revenues on its combined balance sheet Deferred 
revenues arise when resources are received by the School Board before it has a legal claim to them, as when grant 
monies are received prior to the occurrence of qualifying expenditures or for commodities in inventory at June 30, as 
described in Note F. In subsequent periods, when the School Board has a legal claim to the resources,,the liability for 
deferred revenue is removed from the combined balance sheet and the revenue is recognized. 

I. COMPENSATED ABSENCES All 12-month employees eam 10 days of vacation leave each year depending on 
their length of service with the School Board. Employees can accumulate up to 20 days of vacation leave, yet does 
not receive payment upon retirement or termination. 

All School Board employees eam a minimum of 10 to 18 days of sick leave each year, depending upon the number of 
years employed. Sick leave can be accumulated without limitation.

The School Board's recognition and measurement criteria for compensated absences follow: 

GASB Statement No. 16 provides that vacation leave and other compensated absences with similar characteristics 
should be accrued as a liability as the benefits are eamed by the employees if both ofthe following conditions are 
met: 

A. The employees' rights to receive compensation are attributable to services already rendered. 

B. It is probable that the employer will compensate the employees for the benefits through paid time off or 
some other means, such as cash payments at termination or retirement. 

GASB Statement No. 16 provides that a liability for sick leave should be accrued using one ofthe following 
termination approaches: 

A. An accrual for eamed sick leave should be made only to the extent it is probable that the benefits will resuh 
in termination payments, rather than be taken as absences due to iUness or other contingencies, such as 
medical appointments and funerals. 

B. Alternatively, a govemmental entity should estimate its accrued sick leave liability based on the sick leave 
accumulated at the balance sheet date by those employees who currently are eligible to receive termination 
payments as well as other employees who are expected to become eligible in the fumre to receive such 
payments. This is the method the School Board uses. The School Board makes the assumpfion that 
employees who have a minimum experience of 10 years will become eligible in the future to receive their 
accrued sick leave. 

J. LONG-TERM OBLIGATIONS For govemment-wide reporting, the costs associated with the bonds are 
recognized over the life ofthe bond. For governmental fund types, bond premiums and discounts, as well as issuance 
costs, are recognized during the current period. Bond proceeds are reported as another financing source net ofthe 
applicable premium or discount Issuance costs, even if withheld from the actual net proceeds received, are reported 
as debt service expenditures. 

K. RESTRICTED NET ASSETS For the govemment-wide statement of net assets, net assets are reported as 
restricted when constraints placed on net asset use are either: 

Extemally imposed by creditors (such as debt covenants), grantors, contributors, or laws or regulations of other 
govemments; 

Imposed by law tlirough constilotional provisions or enabling legislation. 

When both restricted and unrestricted resources are available for use, it is the govemment's policy to use resU-icted 
resources first, then unrestricted resources as they are needed. Restricted net assets reported in the statement of net 
assets are restricted by law through constitutional provisions or enablmg legislafion.

L. FUND EQUrrY OF FUND FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 

Tlhe School Board adopted GASB 54 Fund Balance Reporting and Governmental Fund Type Definitions for the year 
ended June 30,2011. GASB 54 requires the fund balance amounts to be reported within the f\ind balance categories 
as follows: 

Non-spendable: Fund balance that is not in spendable form or legally or contractually required to be maintained 
intact This category includes items that are not easily converted to cash such as inventories and prepaid items. 

Restricted: Fund balance that can be spent only for the specific purposes stipulated by constitution, extemal resource 
providers, or through enabling legislation. 

Committed: Fund balance that can only be used for specific purposes determined by the School Board's highest 
level of decision making authority. Committed amounts cannot be used for any other purpose unless the Board 
removes or changes the specified use by taking the same type of action it employed to previously commit the funds. 
Committed fund balance is the result of either a policy of die School Board or motions were passed ata School Board 
meeting committing the funds. The motions passed are usually the result of budget revisions. 

Assigned: Fund balance that is constrained by Ihc School Board's intent to be used for specific purposes, but are 
neither restricted nor committed. Intent should be expressed by the Board or Finance Committee. 

Unassigned: Fund balance that is the residual classification for the general fund. 

The School Board reduces committed amounts, followed by assigned amounts and then unassigned amounts when an 
expenditure is incurted for purposes for which amounts in any of those unrestricted fund balance classifications could 
be used. 

M. INTERFUND TRANSACTIONS Transactions that constitute reimbursements to a fund for expenditures, 
initially made from it that are properly applicable to another fund, are recorded as expenditures in the reimbursing 
fund and as reductions of expenditures in the fund that is reimbursed. All other interfund transactions are reported as 
transfers. Nonrecurring or nonroutine permanent transfers of equity are reported as residual equity transfers. All 
other interfund transfers are reported as transfers. 

N. SALES TAXES The School Board has a one-cent parish-wide sales and use tax as authorized in a special 
election held November 18,1967. In accordance with the proposition approved by the voters ofthe parish, "the net 
revenues derived from said .sales and use tax is to be dedicated and used solely for the purpose of providing funds for 
the payment of salaries of school employees in the parish of West Carroll." An additional one-percent parish-wide 
sales and use tax was authorized in a special election held January 11,2004. The sales tax approved by the voters was 
dedicated "to paying salaries and related benefits ofthe full-time employees of said School Board". 

O- USE OF ESTIMATES The preparation of financial statements in conformity with accounting principles 
generally accepted in the United States of America requires management lo make esfimates and assumptions that 
affect the reported amounts of assets and liabilities and disclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date ofthe 
financial statement and the reported amounts ofrevenues and expenses during the reporting period. Actual results 
could differ from those estimates. 
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P. ELIMINATION AND RECLASSIFICATIONS In the process of aggregating data for the statement of net 
assets and the statement of activities, some amounts reported as interfund activity and balances in the fiinds were 
eliminated or reclassified. Interfund receivables and payables were eliminated to minimize the "grossing up" effect 
on assets and liabilities within the governmental activities column. 

NOTE 2 - LEVIED TAXES The School Board levies taxes on real and business personal property located within 
West Carroll Parish's boundaries. Property taxes are levied by the School Board on property values assessed by the 
West Carroll Parish Tax Assessor and approved by the State of Louisiana Tax Commission. 
The West Carroll Parish Sheriffs Office bills and collects property taxes for the School Board. Collections are 
remitted to the School Board monthly.

Assessed values are established by the West Carroll Parish Tax Assessor each year on a uniform basis at the following 
ratios of assessed value to fair market value: 

10% land 15% industrial improvements 
15% machinery 15% commercial improvements 
10% residential improvements 25% public service properties, excluding land 

A revaluation of all property is required after 1978 to be completed no less than every four years. The last 
revaluation was completed for the roll of January 1,2007. Total assessed value was $66,748,070 in calendar year 
2010. Louisiana state law exempts the first $75,000 of assessed value of a taxpayer's primary residence from 
parish property taxes. This homestead exemption was $16,299,899 ofthe assessed value in calendar year 2010. 

State law requires the sheriff to collect property taxes m the calendar year in which the assessment is made. Property 
taxes become delinquent January 1 ofthe following year. If taxes are not paid by die due date, taxes bear interest at 
the rate of 1.25% per month until the taxes are paid. After notice is given to the delinquent taxpayers, the sheriff is 
required by the Constitution ofthe State of Louisiana to sell the least quantity of property necessary to settle the taxes 
and interest owed. 

The tax roll is prepared by the parish tax assessor in November of each year. The amount of 2011 property taxes to 
be collected occurs in December 2010 and January and Februar>' 2011. All property taxes are recorded in the general 
and special revenue (maintenance and construction funds) funds. The School Board considers the lien date 
(approximately April 2011) as the date an enforceable legal claim occurs for 2010 property taxes. Accordingly, the 
2010 property taxes are budgeted in the 2010-11 fiscal year ofthe School Board. 

Estimated uncollectible taxes are those taxes based on past experience which will not be collected in the subsequent 
year and are primarily due lo subsequent adjustments to the tax roll. Historically, virtually all ad valorem taxes 
receivable were collected since they are secured by property. Therefore, there is no allowance for uncollectible taxes.

The difference between authorized and levied millages is the result ofthe reassessment of taxable property required 
by Article 7, Section 23 ofthe Louisiana Constitution of 1974. 

NOTE 3 - DEPOSITS AND INVESTMENTS 

Interest Rate Risk: TTie School Board's policy does not address interest rate risk. 

Credit Risk: Tlie School Board invests in certificates of deposit which do not have credit ratings. 

Custodial Credit Risk - Deposits: At year-end, the School Board's canying amount of deposits was $10,069,696 
(including $ 100,000 of time deposits classified as investments and $361,215 reported in agency funds) and the bank 
balance was $11,618,882. Ofthe bank balance, $10,293,343 is covered by federal depository insurance or by 
collateral held by the School Board's agent in the School Board's name (GASB Category 1). The remaining balance 
was collateralized with securities held by the pledging financial institution's trust department or agent but not in the 
School Board's name (GASB Category 3). Even though the pledged securities are considered uncollateralized, 
Louisiana Revised Stature 39:1229 imposes a statutory requirement on the custodial bank to advertise and sell the 
pledged securities with 10 days of being notified by the School Board that the fiscal agent has failed to pay deposited 
funds on demand. The School Board's policy does not address custodial credit risk. 

NOTE 4 - RECEIVABLES The balance of receivables at June 30, 2011, is shown below. The School Board 
expects to collect the full amount; therefore, no allowance for doubtful accounts has been established.

NOTE 6 - RETIREMENT SYSTEMS 

Plan description Substantially all School Board employees participate in eitherthe Teachers' Retirement System or 
the School Employees' Retirement System (the Systems), which are cost-sharing, multiple-employer public employee 
retirement systems (PERS). Benefit provisions are ultimately approved and amended by the Louisiana Legislatore, 

Participation in the Teachers' Retirement System is divided into two plans - the Teachers' Regular Plan and the 
Teachers' Plan A. In general, professional employees (such as teachers and principals) and lunchroom workers are 
members ofthe Louisiana Teachers' Retirement System (TRS); other employees, such as custodial personnel and bus 
drivers, are members ofthe Louisiana School Employees' Retirement System (LSERS). Generally, all full-time 
employees are eligible to participate in the system. 
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With respect to the Teachers' Retirement System Regular Plan, normal retirement is at age sixty with ten years of 
service, or al any age with twenty years of service. The formula for annual maximum retirement benefits is generally 
two percent (with less than twenty-five years of service) or 2.5 percent (with twenty-five or more years of service) 
times the years of creditable service times the average salary ofthe thirty-six highest successive months (plus $300 
applicable lo persons becoming members prior to July 1, 1986). 

Under the Teachers' Retirement System Plan A, normal retirement is generally at any age v^th 30 or more years of 
creditable service, at age 55 with at least 25 years of creditable service and at age 60 with at least 10 years of 
creditable service. Tlie retirement benefit formula is generally 3% times the years of creditable service times the 
average salary ofthe 36 highest successive months plus $24 per year of service. 

Employees participating in the School Employees' Retirement System are eligible for nonnal retirement after 30 years 
of service, or after 25 years of service at age 55 or after 10 years of service at age 60. The maximum retirement 
allowance is computed at 3.33% times the highest 36 months of average salary, times the years of service plus a 
supplement of $2.00 per month times the years of service.

Funding Policy Each system is administered and controlled at the state level by a separate board of trustees, with 
contribution rates approved and amended by the Louisiana Legislature, Benefits of the systems are funded by 
employee and employer contributions. Benefits granted by the retirement systems are guaranteed by the State of 
Louisiana under provisions ofthe Louisiana Constitution of 1974. 

In addition, the employer does not remit to the Teachers' Retirement System, Regular Plan or Plan A, the employer's 
contribution for the profe-ssional improvement program (PIP) portion of payroll. The PIP contribution is made 
directly lo the Retirement System by the State of Louisiana

NOTE 7 - OTHER POST-EMPLOYMENT BENEFITS Efiective with the fiscal year ended June 30,2009, the 
School Board implemented Govemment Accounting Standards Board Statement 45, Accounting and Financial 
Reporting by Employers for Post Employment Benefits Other Than Pensions (GASB 45), which was implemented 
prospectively. 

Plan description - In accordance with state statutes, the School Board provides certain continuing health care and life 
insurance benefits for it retired employees on a pay-as-you-go basis. The School Board's OPEB plan is a single-
employer defined benefit "substantive plan" as understood by past practices ofthe School Board and its employees. 
Although no written plan or trust currently exists or is sanctioned by law, the OPEB plan is reported based on 
communication to plan members. Also, no stand-alone financial report was prepared. Substantially all ofthe School 
Board's employees become eligible for these benefits if they reach normal retirement age while working for the 
School Board. These benefits and similar benefits for active employees are provided through the Foundation Health 
Plan, whose monthly premiums are paid jointly by the employee and the School Board. 

Fundins Policy - The contribution requirements of plan members and the School Board are established and may be 
amended by LRS 42:801 -883. Employees do not contribute to theu post employment benefits cost until tliey become 
retirees and begin receiving those benefits. The retirees contribute to the cost of retiree healthcare based on a service 
schedule. Contribution amounts vary depending on the number of covered parties. If the employee alone is covered 
under any ofthe three plans the retiree pays 13.5 to 25% depending upon the plan chosen and the employer pays 75 -
86.5%. Coverage for an employee plus one additional person under PPO or HMO is a 25%/75% split and under an 
EPO plan is a 28%/72% split. All life insurance paid is 75% paid by the employee and 25% paid by the employer. 

The plan is currentiy financed on a pay as you go basis, with the School Board contributing $1,407,590 for 215 
retirees. 

Annual Other Post Employment Benefit Cost and Liahility - The School Board's Annual Required Contribution 
(ARC) is an amount actuarially determined in accordance with GASB 45, which is being implemented for the year 
ended June 30,2009. The ARC represents a level of funding that, if paid on an ongoing basis, would cover normal 
cost each year and amortize any unfunded actuarial liabilities (UAL) over a period of thirty years. A 30 year, closed 
amortization period had been used. The level dollar amortization method was used. The total ARC for fiscal year 
2011 is $3,966,656 as .set forth below:

Tlie Schedule presents 
multi-year trend information about whether the actuarial value of plan assets is decreasing or increasing over time 
relative to the actuarial accrued liability for benefits. 

Actuarial Methods and Assumptions - Actuarial valuations of an ongoing plan involve estimates of the value of 
reported amounts and assumptions about the probability of occurrence of events far into the future. Examples include 
assumptions about future employment, mortality, and the healthcare cost trend. Amounts determined regarding the 
flmded status ofthe plan and the annual required contributions ofthe employer are subject to continual revision as 
actual results are compared with past expectations and new estimates are made about the future. 

Projections of benefits for financial reporting purposes are based on the substantive plan (the plan as understood by 
the employer and plan members) and include the types of benefits provided at the lime of each valuation and the 
historical patterrv of sharing of benefit costs between the employer and plan members to that point TTie actuarial 
methods and assumptions used include techniques that are designed to reduce short-term volatility in actuarial accrued 
liabilities consistent with the long-term perspective ofthe calculations. 

In the July 1, 2010 West Carroll Parish School Board actuarial valuation, the unit credit actuarial cost method was 
used. The actuarial assumptions included a 4.0% investment rate of retum. TTie expected rale on increase in 
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healthcare costs was based on Pre-Medicare and Medicare eligible graduated down from 6.7% to an ultimate annual 
rate of 4.4%. The inflation rate, which is a subset ofthe healthcare costs trend rate, was assumed to be 2.75%. The 
RP-2000 system table with floating Scale AA was used in making actuarial assumptions in regards to the mortality 
rate. Withdrawal rates for employees ranged from 7% at age 25 to 2% at age 50. Disability rates ranged from .01% at 
age 25 to .47% at age 55. Retirement rates ranged from 5% at age 38 to 100% at age 72. The remaining amortization 
period at June 30, 2011 for other post-employment benefits (OPEB) was twenty-seven years.

NOTE 14 - RISK MANAGEMENT ITie School Board is exposed to various risks of loss related to torts; theft of, 
damage to, and destruction of assets; errors and omissions; injuries to employees; and natural disasters. 

A risk management program for workers' compensation insurance was established by die School Board several years 
ago. It joined a pool with two other school boards m Northeast Louisiana in order to share workers' compensation 
cost The School Board's share of risk is determmed by calculating its percentage ofthe total manual premium ofthe 
group. The risk allocated to the School Board for the year ended June 30,2011, was 27.0%. Premiums are paid to a 
third-party administrator and are available to pay claims, claim reserves, and administrative costs ofthe program. As 
of June 30, 2011, such interfiind premiums did not exceed reimbursable expenditures. ITiese premiums are based 
primarily upon the individual funds payroll and are reported as expenditures in the individual funds. During the fiscal 
year 20 U, a total of $14,862 was paid in benefits and administrative costs. 

An excess coverage insurance policy covers individual claims in excess of $250,000, Maximum retention exposure 
or aggregate claims amounts to $1,000,000. Claims payable of $22,399 as of June 30,2011, has been accrued as a 
liability. Tlie liability at June 30,2011, was provided by the third party administrator. The liability does not include 
incremental costs

The School Board contmues to carry commercial msurance for all other risks of loss. Settled claims resulting from 
these risks have not exceeded commercial insurance coverage in any ofthe past three fiscal years. 

The School Board also has pledged a $100,000 letter of credit with the office of Employment Securities, Maximum 
retention exposure for aggregate clauns amounts to $1,000,000. 

NOTE 15 - LITIGATION AND CLAIMS 

Litigation ITie School Board is involved in various lawsuits as of June 30,2011. Management and legal counsel for 
the School Board believe that the potential claims against the School Board not covered by insurance would not 
materially affect the School Board's combined financial position. 

Grant Disallowances The School Board participates in a number of state and federally assisted grant programs. The 
programs are subject to compliance audits under the single audit approach. Such audits could lead to requests for 
reimbursement by the grantor agency for expenditures disallowed under terms of the grants. School Board 
management believes that the amount of disallowances, if any, which may arise fi-om future audits will not be 
material. 

Selflnsurance The School Board is partially self-insured for workers' compen.sation. The School Board maintains 
stop-loss coverage with an insurance company for claims in excess of $250,000 per occurrence for each employee. 
All known claims filed and an estimate of incurred but not reported claims based on experience ofthe School Board 
are made and accrued as necessary in the fmancial statements. 

NOTE 16 - ON-BEHALF PAYMENTS FOR FRINGE BENEFITS AND SALARIES On-behalf payments for 
fringe benefits and salaries are direct payments made by an entity (the paying agent) to a third-party recipient for the 
employees of another, legally separate entity (the employer entity). GASB Statement No. 24 requires employer 
govemments to recognize revenue and expenditures or expenses for these on-behalf payments. 

The Stale of Louisiana made pension contributions (regarding Professional Improvement Program) duectly to the 
Teachers' Retirement System of Louisiana on behalf of the School Board in the amount of $3,700 This amount was 
recognized as stale revenue and a corresponding expendilnre in the applicable fimd from which ihe salary was paid. 

NOTE 17 - ECONOMIC DEPENDENCY Financial Accounting Standards Board Accounting Standards 
Codification (FASB ASC) 280-10-50-42 requires disclosure in financial statements of a situation where one entiiy 
provides more than 10% ofthe audited entities revenue. Tlie Minimum Foundation funding provided by the state to 
all public school systems in Louisiana is primarily based on October 1 student count The state provided $12,450,942 
to the School Board, which represents approximately 58.7% ofthe School Board's total revenue for the year. 

NOTE 18 - CHANGES IN PRESENTATION For fiscal year end June 30,2010, the Medicaid fund was reported 
as part of Other Govemmental funds; however, for fiscal year end June 30, 2011, the Medicaid fund is included as 
part ofthe General fund due to the implementation of GASB 54,

A. Budgets 

General Budget Policies The School Board follows these procedures in establishing the budgetary data reflected 
in the combined financial statements. 

State statute requires budgets be adopted for the general fund and all special revenue funds. 

Each year prior to September 15, the Superintendent submits to the Board proposed annual budgets for the 
general fimd and special revenue ftind's budgets. Public hearings are conducted, prior to the Board's approval, 
to obtain taxpayer comments. The operating budgets include proposed expenditures and the means of 
financing them. 

Appropriations (unexpended budget balances) lapse at year end. 

Formal budget integration (within the accounting records) is employed as a management control device. All 
budgets are controlled at the function level. Budget amounts included in the accompanying fmancial 
statements include the original adopted budget and all subsequent amendments. These revisions were 
considered insignificant by the Board. 

All budget revisions are approved by the board. 

Encumbrances Encumbrance accounting, under which purchase orders are recorded in order to reserve that 
portion ofthe applicable appropriation, is not employed. However, outstanding purchase orders are taken into 
consideration before expenditures are incurred in order to assure that applicable appropriations are not exceeded. 

Budget Basis of Accounting All govemmental funds' budgets are prepared on the modified accrual basis of 
accounting, a basis consistent with accounting principals generally accepted in the United States of America 
(GAAP). Budgeted amounts are as originally adopted or as amended by the Board. Legally, the Board must adopt 
a balanced budget, that is, total budgeted revenues and other financing sources including fund balance must equal 
or exceed total budgeted expenditures and other fmancing uses. State statutes required the Board to amend its 
budgets when revenues plus projected revenues within a fiind are expected to be less than budgeted revenues by 
five percent or more. The School Board approves budgets at the function level and management can transfer 
amounts between line items within a function.

We have performed the procedures included in the Louisiana Governmental Audit Guide and enumerated below, 
which were agreed to by the management of West Carroll Parish School Board, Oak Grove, Louisiana, and the 
Legislative Auditor, State of J^ouisiana, solely to assist users in evaluating management's assertions about the 
perfonnance and statistical data accompanying the annual financial statements ofthe School Board and to determine 
whether the specified schedules are free of obvious errors and omissions as provided by the Board of Elementary and 
Secondary Education (BESE). This agreed-upon procedures engagement was performed in accordance with 
attestation standards established by the American institute of Certified Public Accountants and applicable standards of 
Government Auditing Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States. The sufficiency of these 
procedures is solely the responsibility ofthe specified users ofthe reports. Consequently, we make no representation 
regarding the sufficiency ofthe procedures described below either for the purpose for which this report has been 
requested or for any other purpose. 

Our procedures and findings relate to the accompanying schedules of supplemental information and ai*e as follows; 

General Fund Instructional and Support Expenditures and Certain Local Revenue Sources (Schedule I) 

1. We selected a random sample of 25 transactions and reviewed supporting documentation to determine if the 
sampled expenditures/revenues are classified correctly and are reported in the proper amounts for each ofthe 
following amounts reported on the schedule: 

Total General Fund Instmctional Expenditures, 

Total General Fund Equipment Expenditures, 

Total Local Taxation Revenue, 

Total Ix>cal Eamings on Investment in Real Property, 

Total State Revenue in Lieu of Taxes, 

Nonpublic Textbook Revenue, and 

Nonpublic Transportation Revenue. 

Comment: There was one exception noted where the disbursement tested was incorrectly coded in accordance with 
the Louisiana Accounting and Uniform Govemmental Handboook. 
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Management's Response: The exception referred to was for library supplies rather than actual library books and 
was miscoded to the incorrect object code. More caution is being utilized in coding the actual expenditures. 

Education Levels of Public School Staff (Schedule 2) 

2. We reconciled the total number of full-time classroom teachers per the schedule "Experience of Public 
Principals and Full-time Classroom Teachers" (Schedule 4) to the combined total number of full-time classroom 
teachers per this schedule and to school board supporting payroll records as ofOctober 1 st. 

Comment: There were six exceptions noted where the numbers reported on Schedule 2 did not reconcile to the 
payroll records provided by the School Board. 

Manager's Response: Four exceptions were due to a timing difference in calculating. Some results were taken from 
October 31 rather than October 1. The two remaining exceptions were just misclassified. 

3. We reconciled the combined total of principals and assistant principals per the schedule "Experience of Public 
Principals and Full-time Classroom Teachers" (Schedule 4) to the combined total of principals and assistant 
principals per this schedule. 

Comment: There were two exceptions noted where the numbers reported on Schedule 4 did not reconcile to the 
payroll records provided by the School Board. 

Manager's Response: Our calculation of one assistant principal was based on years of experience in that position 
rather than total years of experience. 

4. We obtained a list of fiill-lime teachers, principals, and assistant principals by classification as ofOctober 1st 
and as reported on the schedule. We traced a random sample of 25 teachers to the individual's personnel file 
and determine if the individual's education level was properly classified on the schedule. 

Comment: No exceptions were noted as a result of applying agreed upon procedures. 

Number and Type of Public Schools (Schedule 3) 

5. We obtained a list of schools by type as reported on the schedule. We compared the list to the schools and grade 
levels as reported on the Title 1 Grants to Local Educational Agencies (CFDA 84.010) application and/or the 
National School Lunch Program (CFDA 10.555) 

Comment; No exceptions were noted as a result of applying agreed upon procedures. 

Experience of Public Principals and Full-time Classroom Teachers (Schedule 4) 

6. We obtained a list of fijll-time teachers, principals, and assistant principals by classification as ofOctober 1 and 
as reported on the schedule and traced die same sample used in procedure 4 to the individual's personnel file and 
determined if the individual's experience was properly classified on the schedule. 

Comment: There were two exceptions noted where tlie number of years experience reported for the employee did 
not agree to the documentation in tlie employee's personnel file. 

Manager's Response: These exceptions were due to a lack of documentation being turned in to the payroll 
department and not follow up on them was performed. 
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Public Staff Data (Schedule 5) 

7. We obtained a list of all classroom teachers including their base salary, extra compensation, and ROTC or 
rehired retiree status as well as full-time equivalent as reported on the schedule and traced a random sample of 
25 teachers to the individual's personnel file and determined if the individual's salary, extra compensation, and 
full-time equivalents were properly included on the schedule. 

Comment: There were two exceptions noted where the base salary reported did not agree to the employees' 
personnel file. There was one exception noted where the extra compensation reported did not agree to the employee's 
personnel file, fhere was one exception noted where the FTE reported for an employee did not agree to the 
employee's personnel file. 

Manager's Response: The base salary and extra compensation exceptions were due to PEP translation file errors 
and have been corrected. The FTE exception was due to a programming malfunction and is currently being worked 
on to try and fix the error.
